Some complaint is heard about 
the depredations of insects on young 
cucumbers, melons 
and 
squashes. 
The unfavorable weather has held 
the plants back and given the in­ 
sects a good chance. Prof. Sanborn 
of the A. & M. recommends spray­ 
ing or dusting plants with arseni­ 
cal poison or insect powders to get 
rid of striped and spotted beetles 
and black leaf 40 or insect powder 
for lice. The arsenical poisons refer­ 
red to are arsenate of lead, calcium 
arsenate and paris green. When used 
as a dust I pound 
of 
lead 
a r ­ 
senate, three-fourths of a pound of 
calcium arsenate or a quarter pound 
of paris green is mixed 
with 
7 
pounds of air-slaked lime and ap­ 
plied early in the morning while the 
dew is still on the plants. A cheese 
cloth sack is convenient for apply­ 
ing it. If a liquid spray is prefer­ 
red a half pound of lead arsenate, 
three-eighths of a pound of calcium 
arsenate or 2 ounces of paris green 
should be mixed with 12 gallons of 
w ater into which a pound of fresh­ 
ly slaked lime has been strained. 
It can be applied either with an or­ 
dinary flower sprinkler or with a 
spray pump. 
The black leaf 40, or nicotine sul­ 
phate, is made ready for use by mix­ 
ing 2 
teaspoonfuls of the poison 
with I gallon of soapy water. It 
should be applied with a spray pump 
and special care given to applying 
it to the under side of the plants 
where the sucking insects usually 
work. 
The above poisons may be used 
with other plants such as Irisii po­ 
tatoes and tomatoes, always rem em ­ 
bering th a t the arsenic gets the 
best results among chewing insects 
and the nicotine with the sucking 
insects, such as lice. 
Another highly recommended co- 
lution is kerosene emulsion, but this 
must be made up with great atten­ 
tion and care taken th at all the oil 
is absorbed in the mixture or it 
will kill the plants. It is made by 
shaving half a bar of laundry soap 
into a gallon of boiling rain water 
and then adding 2 gallons of kero­ 
sene and stirring until it is thor­ 
oughly mixed. Butterm ilk or sour 
milk may be used instead of the 
water. When needed for use a por­ 
tion of the mixture should be furth­ 
er diluted with five times its vol­ 
ume of water.
